America, he continued, te respon- 
sible for half of the increased out- 
put outside the British empire, but 
this increase, he explained, is con- 
sumed domestically and not ex- 
ported. In view of this fact, he 
‘said America’s productive capacity 
is far beyond her actual produc- 
tion.
